Response to Arguments

Regarding claim 24, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
combination of all limitations of claim 24 that includes "a pull-up transistor coupled to 
a gate of the loading transistor, the pull-up transistor increasing the bias on the 
loading transistor so as to pull down the voltage potential on the bit line."
